Vice fends out its fprings in the great, 
which, as they defcend té the inferior orders of men, 
gather into a {trong torrent, that, by its violence, 
threatens to break down every fence raifed for the 
fafery and profperity of fociery.~~ es” 
of juftice, of temperance, of chaftity, of charity, are 
recommended ; in vain the duties of religion areen- 
forced, when the example of thofe who lead in fo- 
ciety encourage the vicious. ‘To this fathionable 
difregard of what is good, may warrantably be: afcri- 
bed much of that want of principle which now ap- 
pears. The crimes of knavery and dithonefty a- 
bound. ‘The abandoning of religious-inftitutions int 
the higher ranks has been hurtful to fociety ; it will 
now be hurtful to themfelves. The halfpenny which 
the reTy man weekly devotes to the wants of 
the poor, is far from being fufficient for their fupply. 
In this cafe, therefore, the burden mutt fall upon the 
men of property: The landholder mutt be affeffed 
for the mainrenence of the poor. This mode of 
fupporting them is nore expenfive than that of col- 
lecting at th€/church-doors. The poor aré not a; 
fhamed to take, or to apply for that whichis given 
them out of the pockets of the rich. Their number 
accordingly is found generally to encreafe in thofe 
parifhes where affeflments are in ufe. Againft this 
evil, all who may be hurt by it fhould guard; and 
in no way can they fo effectually relieve themfelves 
from it as by countenancing the inftitutions of reli- 
gion, which favour all that is virtuous,- and reprefs 
every vice. By living after this manner, they would 
not only {pread, by their example, a tafte for virtue 
and induftry, bat alfo lay up a good foundation for 
the time to come.. The poor cannot be left to 
ftarve. The rich muft either colle@, or be affeff- 
ed, for their fupport ; as the common people, who 
at prefent are the only weekly contributors to the 
poor’s funds, are unable to fpare enough for their

Extrad of a letter from Algiers, Nov. 30. 

*¢ On the 7th of Otobder there artived here a 
Spanith brigantine from Alicant. The Comre d’E- 
{pily, and the fuperior of the hofpital of Tunis were 
on board. On the 8th, the Comme d'Efpily ob- 
tained an audience of the Dey, and was very gra- 
cioufly received ; but after the letter from the King 
of Spain was read, the Dey was much enraged. 
His Catholic Majefty informs him, that he did not 
intend to make the ufval prefents of ammunition, 
fhips, &c. but would give the amount in money. 
To this the Dey would grant no anfwer to M. d’E- 
fpily.
